( orresponde nt sas 
CIS by week yvouns birds w 
evervwhere for the next monthe 
rearing work will be in full 
Though the weather has much to Pe ian 
the suecessful bringing up of chickens to 
maturity, we must endeavour to make 
them independent of weather conditions 
as much as possible by treatment that 
will give them hardy,  cold-resisting 
natures. Coddling. must on no account 
be allowed, and, if they have been bred 
from vigorous, healthy parents, they may 
reared in the severest weather, if 
properly treated. Chickens that are 
reared under conditions prove to 
be the best Of 
may not survive, but these would likely 
grow up delicate under any treatment. 
Better have a few good strong birds, full 
of life and vigour, than a number that 
will never be of much use. Of course, 
we don’t mean to vo to the other extreme 
and expose very “young birds to all 
weathers, but, with judicious care, it is 
not so difficult after all to rear chickens.

To make the pudding less sweet, 

ieave out the butter.

PARIS, Saturday. 

Auteuil racing came into its own again 
under rather gloomy weather conditions, but 
Parisians were present in sufficiently large 
numbers to raise the re-opening day to some- 
thing in the nature of a so Fosy. Fón The 
feminine element smartly dressed—for the 
greater. part in furs—was prominent in the 
Passage, and the men included a good 
sprinkling ot British and American sports- 
men. 

There was, of course, more than the 
ordinary amount of greeting, and everybody 
seemed very pleased that thoroughbred 
racing had come back to the capital. 

The most picturesque scenes were in the 
cheap enclosure, which was so crowded that 
neariy every Paris racing enthusiast must 
have been there.

Although the dressmakers constantly advise 
their saleswomen, especially for evening 
dresses, to respect the length of the model 
as the mannequin wears it, they declare that 
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The Daily Dozen.

Some daily papers nowadays, and magazines 
as well, go in for teaching women to 
reduce ” to just the shell of what they 
used to be when Fashion gave them greater 
scope: for to be slim is still, they tell us, 
Eve's eternal hope. 

Of diets she is growing tired; of dry and 
crusty bread, of feeling when the meal is 
done that she has not been fed, and now the 
“daily dozen ” is the plan she favours most, 
abandoning the fatless foods and hard, un- 
buttered toast. 

The ‘‘ daily dozen’ is a term that is mis- 
leading quite; it means the slimming exercise 
that is done both morn and night; it is a 
most elastic phrase, in which the number 
grows of times that Eve must—knees unbent— 
stoop down and touch her toes. 

The search for slenderness begins before 
Eve leaves her couch, the stretching and deep 
breathing that will banish every grouch; 
but after that, according to the pictures in 
the papers, a good half-hour must yrt be 
spent in cutting grotesque capers. 

The childish art of skipping is the plump 
one’s dearest hope, but, long ago, one never 
skipped without a skipping rope; whereas, 
when skipping to be slim, that does not count 
at all, and, doubtless, IS inclined to sweep 
the pictures from the wall. 

With muscles stretched and _ lungs: well 
filled, and skipping at an end, the searcher 
after slenderness her head must backward 
bend, then forward, then to right and left, 
for fear a double chin should set its awful 
seal upon the one who would be thin. 

It used to be that would-be nymphs were 
all advised to roll, but that unpleasant exer- 
cise is dying, on the whole, and nobody is 
sorry—but there's plenty yet to do before 
the exerciser feels that she is really through. 

One lies, face downward, on the floor, then 
raises legs and arms (the pictures show it 
can be done without undue alarms, -but 
ordinary people who attempt it will decide 
that slimness can be bought too dear, that 
peace is more than pride). 

At night the struggle starts again, and on 
and on it goes, the bending and the stretch- 
ing and the touching of one’s toes; and after 
weeks of it the loss of half a pound in 
weight is rich reward enough for those who 
early strive and late. 

The * daily dozen,.’”’ it is called; but heed 
ere you begin—no rest awaits the weary one 
who wishes to be thin. 
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To make fine breadcrumbs quickly and well 
cut the soft part from a stale loaf and put 
it into a clean mnslin bag; tie this at the 
top. and gently rub it with the hands until 
the crumbs are fine enough for any purpose, 
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Put, half a pound of fine oatmeal and one 
ounce of boracic powder in a basin and mix 
it up well. Every time you wash and dry 
your hands plunge them into this and dry 
them off thoroughly. The boracic heals up 
any cracks in the skin. 
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nearly. always they cannot do this, hecause 
women, insist upon having their dresses. cut 
shorter. 

Isn't it curious how little women in general 
know what is becoming to them? Aside from 
a few, who form the élon of ‘the well- 
dressed woman,’ they imagine that in 
exaggerating a mode they make it smarter. 
In reality, for a smart woman, there is no 
absolute for her fashion of dressing; she 
takes from each style what suits her and 
discards the rest. 

May I remark, however, very modestly, 
that in my opinion that last sentence of mine 
deserves study. In it Hes the secret of 
chic and the reason for French fashion- 
prestige. Beyond a few general teachers, each 
couturtére creates as personally as any painter, 
and: a ditessmaking house is only successful 
when its type becomes so well known that 
oné can see a dress and say that is a dress 
made by ‘‘So-and-so,” just as one can 
recognise a Raphael or a Botticelli. Each 
house has its own character and its own 
clientéle,

Coffee stains may be removed from delicate 
material by brushing the marks with 
glycerine, rinsing in luke-warm water, and 
ironing on the wrong side. 

Chintz and cretonnes should be washed in 
bran water instead of soap and water. To 
make bran water, put some bran in a piece 
of muslin and boil it in a pan of 
water for twenty minutes. No soap is re- 
quired. 

Velveteen can be washed in warm, soapy 
water. Rinse in lukewarm water, with a 
little vinegar and salt. Do not rub the fabric, 
kneed and squeeze, and hang up as ‘soon as 
it has been washed. 

If a small quantity of turpentine is put 
into the washing water the first time prints 
and ginghams are washed, they will keep 
their colour much better. 

Never put blankets through a mangle, as 
this makes the surface flat and spoils their 
appearance.

PRISONER’S EVIDENCE. 

Giving evidence on Saturday, Edmund 
Curtin, the prisoner, said that he found the 
child drowned, and, in order to bring dis- 
grace on his family for the bad treatment 
they had given him, he pretended that he 
drowned the child. 

Mr. Carrigan—You wrote to Nora McGrath, 
saying, “I am sorry for what happened to 
me.” Did not that mean that you drowned 
the ‘child ?--Yes, sir. 

Answering further questions, the witness 
said that he wrote the letter in order that 
the Guards would find it, and be more fully 
convinced that he really did drown the child, 

Mr. Carrigan--If that was so, why did you 
not give the letter to the Guards, and not to 
young Cronin to deliver?—The Guards saw 
me giving him the letter, and I thought 
they would have taken it from him. 

When asked why he kept up the deception 
so long, the witness replied that he did not 
realise the seriousness of what he was doing 
until afterwards. 

James Curtin, the prisoner’s father, said 
that he was “fed up with the world ” on 
account of the trouble which the prisoner 
had given him. At the District Court pro- 
ceedings he asked the prisoner “ why he did 
that.”” He smiled at witness, and said that 
he did not do it at all. Witness walked away 
from him in disgust. The prisoner wrote to 
him from Limerick prison: “ You need not 
go to the trouble of getting a counsel for me, 
as I know what to say myself.”’ 


‘OF LOW INTELLIGENCE.” 

Cornelius Randall, principal of the National 
School, Kilmallock, said that when the pri- 
soner was a pupil of his he found him to be 
a boy of low intelligence. i 

In summing up, the Judge said that the 
ease was oÍ tremendous seriousness from the 
point of view of the prisoner, and also from 
the point of view of the State. He was sure 
that the jury would come to the conclusion 
that the prisoner was a remarkable young 
man. ‘The .strongest evidence in a case of 
this kind was the prisoner’s own confession, 
and, if the details of the confession in this 
case were true, the prisoner must have the 
mind of a Balzac or a Dickens.

Wheat supplies on offer during February 
were small, and prices slightly higher im the 
majority of -markets;: however. little trade 
has been passing. Trade in imported descrip- 
tions has, on the whole, been rather: active, 
due in the main to fears of damage by frost 
in the winter wheat crops of America and 
Europe. ‘The recent weather in the Prairie 
Provinces of Canada has very severe, 
and has caused appreciable damage to the 
winter wheat. In the United States large 
areas of winter wheat are ice-covered, the 
snow cover being unusually light. 

Good malting barley has been scarce, and 
a very slight rise has been experienced for 
the few fine samples on offer. Imported de- 
scriptions have been in dull request, and 
generally cheaper, Heavy shipments of maize 
were received towards the close of the month, 
and all descriptions were easier. It is pro 
bable that a slight fall in price will be 
experienced in view of the Argentine crop 
prospects. 

Only small supplies of oats have been 
marketed at Irish centres, and prices generally 
rule steady. Imported descriptions ate 
cheaper, owing to a pressure to sell at a 
number of leading centres. 

Linseed cake has been moderately steady 
Trade is at firm values. Prices, however, are 
not likely to| increase appreciably during the 
coming month. 

Mea!s have been a quiet trade, while maize 
products are easier at all centres. 

The yields from flax scutched during the 
month were below average in quantity, and 
also in quality of the fibre The average 
pricés were hetween 10s. and lds. per stone. 

Fat cattle have experienced a firm demand 
and supplies have heen somewhat restricted 
at a number of centres owing to the severity 
of the weather. 

Store cattle in good condition have been in 
steady demand at recent prices. Poor lots, 
however, have been difficult to clear. 

The number of sheep on offer at the various 
markets and fairs has been on the small side. 
Trade has been steady, and prices show ean 
upward tendency. 

Store pigs have met with a keener demand, 
while supplies were well maintained 
on all markets. Trade in porkers has 
been active, prices being from 64s, 6d. 
to 86s. per cwt., dead-weight. ‘The Depart 
ment of Agriculture report a reduction In 
the number of sows kept for breeding in a 
number of districts,. whilst in other districts 
an increase is reported. It appears on the 
average that no appreciable falling off has 
taken place, 

The demand for horses has been fairly good, 
and prices on the whole are satisfactory. 
Hunters are sold from £60 to £120, while 
working horses are sold from £295 to £355. 

Supplies of milk to creameries have been 
well maintained for the season of the vear,

Mr. T. J. Doyle presided at a meeting at 
lona road, Drumcondra, yesterday afternoon.

It would be the 
verdict of historians that this country never 
had had a better Government within the last 
five hundred years than the Government tha‘ 
had been in power since 1922. . 

“Why is not there a chaplain in the Dail?” 
an interrupter asked several times. 

“Why isn’t there a tall hat on your head?” 
retorted Professor Tierney, whosé later 
observation that he did not say the Govern- 
ment was a perfect Government, evoked 
ironical cheers. No democratic Government 
in a democratic country was perfect, he pro- 
ceeded—(A Voice—‘ A what?’’ and laughter.) 
—but the present Government had done more 
good than the Fianna Fail Party was capable 
of doing. 

Mr. Osmond Grattan .Esmonde said that

Having referred to the advance made by 
the Government in the provision of houses, 
Dr. O'Higgins spoke of the suppression of 
the guuman for the safety of the individual 
and asked what chance would a de Valera 
Government have in dealing with that, in 
view of the fact that peoplé associated with 
that party had been taught to pull the gun 
against a man who disagreed with them.

FUTURE. 


MINISTER'S CONFIDENCE 
IN THE PEOPLE, 


WELSH RESIDENTS AND 
THE GUVERNMENT. 


‘Mr. Blythe, the Free. State. Minister for 
Finance, expressed his belief in the future 
of the econntry at the annual dinner in 
Dublin last Saturday night of the Society 
of St. David in Ireland. He had no doubt, 
he said, of its future. For a considerable 
time past things had been steadily and 
definitely improving, and he had no fears 
of any renewal of the troubles which dis- 
turbed the early days of the Free State. 

Mr. G. R. Humphreys, the President 
of the Society, who presided, stated that 
those of them who had liven in this 
country were astounded at the changes 
that have taken place. The Government. 
he added, had worked wonders, 

WALES'S PROGRESS. 

After the toasts of ' The King " and “ The 
Prince of Wales and the Royal Family” had 
been honoured, 

The Chairman expressed regret at the 
absence of last years President, Professor 
Lloyd Jones, who was not well enough to be 
present. 

The toast of 


“Wales” was proposed by 


Senator Sir J. P. Griffith, who expressed de- , 


light at knowing how Wales had progresséd. 
Its education had made great progress, aud 
its religious life was :, marked feature. 

The Rev. Mr. Lewis, responding, expressed 
very great pleasure at seeing Sir John Griffith 
present. The next part of his response to the 
toast was in Welsh verse, in which numerous 
popular references were made. 

The Chairman, proposing the toast of the 
“ Free State,” said that he was asked on be- 
half of the Society to bring forward the 
toast. Most of them had read President Cos- 
grave’s message to Wales, and they recipro. 
cated it in every way ‘There was a lot in 
common between Wales and Ireland. * There 


‘is no doubt,” he added, ‘‘that any of us 


who have lived in this country are astounded 
at the changes that lave taken place, and 
at the excellent way in which things have 
turned out. The Government has worked 
wonders.”’ 

They knew, he concluded, a good deal 
ahout the Free State, and about tariffs, but 
he did not want to comment on the question 
of tariffs, as the Society was non-political. 

MR. BLYTHE. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, respond- 
ing, said that he had long since ‘come to the 
conclusion that he had absolutely nothing 
new to say about the Irish Free State, or 
the prosperity of the Irish Free State; he 
would rather say something’ that night about 
Wales about which he knew nothing. 
(Laughter.) He wax one of the many Irishmen 
who admired the people of Wales, and 
who were rather envious of them. The 
Government here—supported, as it wn- 
doubtedly was, by the great mass of the 
electorate—had endeavoured not merely to 
reserve the national language of the country, 
but to bring it into general use throughout 
the whole of the country once again. The 
Irish language was very closely related to the 
Welsh language. The Irish language during 
the past 6b years had disappeared from large 
areas in the country. As recently as 60 years 
ago there were not more than two or three 
counties in Ireland which had not gá 3 
numbers of people who habitually spoke Irish. 
Now those who habitually spoke Irish were 
confined to the seaboard on the West and 
South. There were very big numbers i 
Donegal, and in Galway, and in Kerry, Co-«, 
and in Clare and Mayo, and certain districts 
in Waterford. When they looked at Wales 
they could not help feeling full of admiration, 
The position of the Welsh language at present 
was very much stronger and more satisfactory 
than the position of the Irish language. The 
fact that the people of Wales had retained 
their nationality and their language meant a 
great deal to the life of the country. 

“IT am very thankful to the Chairman,’ 
said Mr. Blythe, “for the good wishes ex- 
pressed on behalf of the Society, for the Free 
State I have myself no doubt of the future. 
[ have no doubt that for some considerable 
time past things have been steadily and de- 
finitely improving. I have no fears of any 
renewal of the troubles which disturbed the 
early days of the Free State. (Applause.) | 
believe that we will be able to go on from 
success to success, and I believe that we will 
here be able to build up a country that will 
justify the hopes which those who went be- 
fore us had when they made the struggle fer 
national freedom. We realise that this is a 
small country; that if it is to cut any figure 
in the world it must cut that figure 
hy the excellence of its Government, 
by the impartiality and fairness and 
tolerance that will be shown. We cannot 
have gigantic armies; we cannot even have 
gigantic industries. If we are to excel here, 
we must excel in quality, and the present 
Government, of which I have the honour to 
be a member, has tried to do so. It has 
tried to live up to the very highest standard 
it knew. (Applause.) 

There were people who used to say that the 
first twenty years after winning Home Rule for 
Ireland would be twenty years of unparalleled 
corruption. Perhaps there was some justiii- 
cation for thinking that; but the Government 
had been able to ensure that neither in the 
first twenty years, nor in the twenty years 
that would follow, would there be anythin, 
iu this country but impartial, fair and honest 
administration. (Applause.) They had even 
faced unpopularity in order that the country 
could follow the paih which was best.

The: Nationa] Mark. 


Even to-day there remain some farmers 
in Ireland who fail to realise the vital 
importance of national marketing. The 
example of England, however, ought to 
convince the most stupid that the day cf 
individual marketing is over. By the 
Merchandise Marks Act of 1926 English 
farmers were committed to the methods 
of their most efficient competitors; ior 
Britain is seeking now to recapture her 
own market. Writing in The Nineteenth 


| Century and After, Mr. L. FE. Easterbrook 


observes that British agriculturists were 
slow to recognise the need to organise their 
industry on economic lines. “ While Mr. 
Henry Ford and others were demonstrat- 
ing in different spheres that it is the best 
service to the public at the lowest price 
that pays, agricultural co-operation was 
being misrepresented as the best way for 
the producer to take for himself the 
mythically exorjtant profits that the 
middleman was supposed to be making.” 
Co-nperation in agriculture often was un- 
successful because jt was so practised as 
to give the consumer a poorer commodity 
than he had been getting from the 
maligned middleman. “The consumer was 
not really considered. High prices and 


operate.’’ In the end the principles which 
farmers failed to observe of their own free 
will were imposed by the State. Foreign 
produce steadily improved its footing in 
the English market ‘by means of graded, 
trustworthy, . well-packed consignments, 
scientifically distributed. The State now 
has obliged English farmers to grade and 
brand their produce. 

On the first day of last month the test- 
ing, grading and marking of English 
eggs came into practice. the use of the 
National Mark is not compulsory; but 
since the marked egg is known to be of 
a certain standard of quality, and since 
the unmarked egg invites suspicion, pro- 
| ducers are unlikely to neglect the 
advantages of the scheme. Last September 
the National Mark for fruit was 
introduced, and already, Mr. Easterbrook 
some ‘interesting « results have 
emerged. In the early part of the season 
‘dessert apples and pears, carrying the 
mark, steadily brought higher prices than 
imported apples of similar type. Later, 
when a fall in prices occurred, foreign 
apples were the sufferers, and marked 
fruit continued to command fair prices. 
It is claimed, therefore, that the buyers 
have demonstrated that they prefer home- 

goods and will pay remunera- 
prices if the quality good. 
all fruit-growing areas efforts 
improve production have _ been 
stimulated. ‘‘It is difficult to read of 
this success and its immediate reactions

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upon national production without feeling 
that the Nationa] Mark in one stroke has 
lifted British fruit on to an entirely new 
plane.” The same results ought to 
accrue from the marketing of eggs under 
the National Mark. There are, however, 
difficulties to be faced—difficulties that 
the first year’s working scarcely will 
reveal. : 

First among these difficulties is that of 
the adjustment of supplies to demand. 
The national mark well may call into being 
a demand exceeding the capacity of the 
producers. Another danger is that England's 
efforts to recapture her own market may 
be contested vigorously by the foreign 
interests that are assailed. In Apri] an 
Order in Council will come into force 
whereby all foreign eggs will be required 
to bear marks of national origin. Mr. 
A. W. Streets, head of the Markets 
Branch of the British Ministry of Agri- 
culture, anticipates that countries sending 
egus to Britain will embark on bold adver- 
tising prograinmes, in the endeavour “to 
mobilise demand for their supplies—which, 
at any rate, in the case of near European 
and Dominion produce, are not to be 
despised from a quality standpoint.’’ 
These difficulties inevitable to al! 
schemes for the promotion of home pro- 
duction, and they carry an obvious moral. 
If the market were not worth the captur- 
ing, it would not be defended so vigorously. 
The measure of the foreign hold of the 
English egg market may be realised from 
the fact that 3,000,000,0C0 eggs are im- 
ported into Britain every year; yet, with 
an annual consumption per head of only 
125 eggs, the English people are among 
the smallest egg-consumers of all Europe. 
It is calculated that of so-called ‘‘ British 
new-laid eggs’? sold in the retail shops, 
25 per cent. really are imported and pro- 
bably are stale. The popular saying, “J 
would gladly eat.a fresh eg“ every day if I 
could buy eggs that I knew to be fresh,” 
here finds its explanation. For Irish 
producers the lesson is that efforts must 
be redoubled to win for Irish eggs—hence- 
forth to be’ distinguished by a mark of 
origin—a reputation as high as that of 
English eggs for quality, cleanliness and

freshness. 


Two Senates. 


The analogy between political conditions 
in the South African Union and in the 
Irish Free State is especially close at 
the present time—with the important 
difference that at Cape Town the party 
which corresponds to Fianna Fáil is in 
office. Last Friday, in the Ddtl, Mr. de 
Valera’s lieutenants opposed a measure 
that enlarges the restrictive powers of the 
Senate. They hinted that, if and when 
their party should take office, a struggle 
with the Senate—resulting, perhaps, in 
that Chamber’s disappearance—would be 
inevitable. To-day a grave crisis exists 
between South Africa's two Houses of 
Parliament. General Hertzog’s Govern- 
ment has a majority in the House of 
Assembly; the South African Party, led 
by General Smuts, has a majority in the 
Senate ; and the broad difference between 
the two parties is described thus.by the 
Cape Town Carrespondent of The Times: 
“The Government, supported by the 
Creswell Labour group, is always on the 
look-out for opportunities to assert its 
‘independence’ of Great. Britain. The 
Opposition is always maintaining the 
essential advantage to South Africa of 
being one *of the British Commonwealth 
of States, and resisting exercises in ‘inde- 
pendence’ which fly in the face of that 
advantage.” In pursuit of its “ inde- 
pendent’ policy the Government prepared 
recently a. trade treaty which gives to 
Germany, so far as South Africa is con- 
cerned, all the future benefits of imperial 
preference. This treaty was approved, 
last Friday, by resolution of the House 
of Assembly. The South Atrican Party, 
however, hates the German trade treaty, 
and is backed heartily by urban opinion 
and by the producing interests, which 
fear that the sale of their exports may 
be injured in Great Britain. Thus the 
Senate's rejection of the treaty was a fore- 
gone conclusion. In these circumstances 
General Hertzog has shown a Cromwellian 
audacity. Refusing to make the customary 
motion which would have transmitted the 
resolution to the Senate, he has declared 
that the Assembly is “the competent 
legislative authority” by which the treaty 
must be ratified, and that the Senate will 
be ignored. By this action, as is manifest, 
the Prime Minister challenges a constitu- 
tional issue of the fitst importance. It 
is probable that General Smuts’s party 
will make haste to denounce the German 
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: ' | treaty by resolution in the Senate, with 
, incentive held out to farmers to co-).8 resulting conflict, 
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Houses, on the Prime. Minister's claim 
to be the interpreter of the Constitution. 
It is true that the Customs agreement, 
embodying the terms of the treaty, will 
need the Senate’s assent, which certainly 
would. be withheld; but in that event 
General Hertzog may take the issue to 
the country. He may appeal for a mandate 
to amend the Constitution, in the hope 
that a general election would leave the 
Senate’s very existence at his mercy. The 
electors of the Irish .Free State would 
profit by a study of South African 
affairs. 


The Decline of Dragons. 


Ancient cartographers sometimes filled 
large blanks on their maps with the 
words, “ Here be dragons,’’ and all but 
the most adventurous were frightened 
away from such regions. The dragon of 
ancient and medieval legend, indeed, 
was not a companionable creature. He 
breathed fire and smoke. He ravaged a 
whole countryside, and he was cunning 
as well as powerful. Often not valour 
alone, but magic, was needed to vanquish 
him and to relieve the kingdom which he 
held in thral]. Was St. George, the most 
famous dragon-conqueror, with whom Dr. 
Jourdan deals in our columns to-day, a 
real personage? His existence, perhaps. 
may be held in question, but there is no 
doubt as to the reality of dragons. The 
London ‘‘ Zoo’’ at present contains a 
couple of specimens—Komodo “dragons "’ 
—which came there about two years ago 
from the Dutch East Indies and are 
about. seven feet long. These animals are 
extremely tame in their habits. They 
answer to the call of the keeper; they 
come to the fron€ of the cage to be fed, 
and they allow themselves to be petted. 
The Jarger of the two. Sumbawa. 
flourished so excessively on a diet of dead 
fowls, rabbits, rats and eggs—eaten from 
the hands of visitors—that her food is 
now restricted to rats twice a week. 
Castor oil also was ordered. Perhaps, it 
was some recollection that her ancestors 
once had devoured knights in full armour 
which made Sumbawa_ refuse _ tins 
unpleasant. and undignified draught. 
Recourse was had to a deception. Eight 
capsules of castor oil were inserted into 
a large white rat, and the opening was 
stitched up. Castor oil in this form was 
digested successfully by the London 
‘Zoo's’ tame dragon, and thus man’s 
conquest of the wild at last must be 
pronounced to be complete. It may be, 
however, that Sumbawa and her 
really are mere lizards—the diminutive 
descendants of a once vast and ferocious 
species. One day the feline tribe, of 
which the lion now is king, may be 
represented chiefly by the ‘* harmless, 
necessary’ house eat. 
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Science and Blushes. 


A report of a demonstration of scientific 
marvels at the American Institute, New 
York, whets our curiosity. Terse references 
to the exhibition of “visible sound’’ and 
‘audible light’’ do not excite us in those 
days of relativity, when men of science 
are trying, literally, to make ends meet. 
We hear also of artificial lightning and 
“edible sunshine,” and merely ask 
politely, ‘‘ What next?” Nodoubt, it must 
have been a little thrilling to see a single 
drop of “alpha hormone,” and to know 
that the pituitary glands of a thousand 
beeves were sacrificed in order to obtain 
it; but the noblest exhibit at tLe Institute 
was a machine for the measurement of 
“the exact intensity of a chorus girl's 
blush.”” The film stars of Hollywood are 
instructed to “register’’ emotion, and we 
can judge, during our visits to the 
“pictures,” the extent of their success. 
This latest improvement, however, will 
enable film-producers and stage-directors 
to preserve statistical records of the 
emotions which the actress “‘ registers’ so 
obediently. Perhaps, another ingenious 
mechanical expert now will devise a 
machine for the “registering’’ of tears. 
“Tears, idle tears, I know not what they 
mean,” sang the poet, but our too 
inventive age is ready with a scientific 
explanation and a diagram. It is to be 
hoped that these processes of scientific 
measurement will not invade literature 
or painting. The emotions of the face 
that launched a thousand ships could not 
have been “registered” even by “a 
marvellously sensitive. machine designed 
to record degrees of radiant beat”; and 
the ‘‘changing lineaments” of Leonardo 
da Vinci’s masterpiece, which Walter 
Pater described so memorably, would have 
defied the machine. No scientific con- 
trivance can tell us so much about a blush 
as the late Mr. Austin Dobson told in the 
lines— 

Her colour comes and goes; 
It trembles to a lily, 
lt wavers to a rose.

Jt, will be the duty of 
the Vice-President in turn to swear in 
thirty new Senators.

Until fate removed Warren Harding 
and flung Calvin Coolidge into the White 
House he had never emerged from the 
mass; he had moved behind it, indus- 
triously tending bis solitary wild oat— 
the seeking of public office. , 

In him “American puritanism had its 
Indian simmer, and when at noon to- 
morrow. President Coolidge makes way for 
President Hoover the last representative 
in high office’ of ghis diluted puritanism 
will have gone, and in his place will stand 
the arch-priest oí. the: new 
Americanism, the quasi-religious belief 
that American ideals, superior to other 
ideals, have been fulfilled in the structure 
of Amerjian society as we know it. 


THE BRIGHT: SPOT. 

Mr. Coolidge leaves things very much 
ás he found them in the domestic field. 
Tax reduction and the inculeation of 
economy must. be set. to his credit, but 
the chief problems of the day,.such as 
prohibition, the condition of agriculture. 
and  tmemployinent, lie hands on to his 
successor unsolved. 

The general Vact for the renunciation 
of war is the bright spot in his foreign 
record. Thete are signs’ of the ‘lessening 
of rigidity in the relations with Latin 
America, and, as a whole, the attitude of 
Washington to the League of Nations has 
changed for the: better. 

Mr. Hooyer, the new President, js as 
far removed from him as pole from pole. 
He is tirelessly and ferribly active; a 
sleepless and incorrigible worker. 


THE COUNSEL OF DESPAIR. 

For Mr. Coolidge ‘‘let well enough 
alone “ is the prompting of wisdom; for 
Mr. Hoover it is a counsel Of despair 
He believes in himself and in his power 
to achieve more greatly. than other men. 
He has inoculated a host of his com- 
patriots with this belief, and, at last, the 
lever of executive power is in. his hand. 

There stretch before him = four, and, 
perhaps, cight, years of opportunity. It 
would be safe to prediet a brilliant sue- 
cess for his administration but for one 
thing--the Presidency of the United 
States 18 a political, rather ‘than an 
administrative office. 

Mr, Hoover is an administrator of 
extraordinary resouree-and ability. but 
the test of his astuteness as a politician 
has yet to be made. 

It is as true to-day as it was a year 
ago, that politicians as a class do not 
like Mr. Hoower : do not. in fact, like-uny 
man of his restless and-—as they would 
say—-reforming propensities. They are 
jealous of him; they are afraid of him, 
and, ironically enouth, they are to be 
with him from the outset. 


SENSITIVE TO CRITICISM. 


My. Hoover is a strong and, at times | 


almost a ruthless, man, and there is every 
reason to expect that in his hands this 
executive: power will be co-ordinate and 
used with tremendous effect, but—and this 
is a disturbing effect - he is weak in his 
extreme sensitiveness to criticism. 

Public life bas not toughened him. He 
is hurt and angered by what your in- 
durated office holder would set aside with 
a grin, and an angry man is always a 
vulnerable man. 

There is, however, a greater danger than 
the malice of polilicians. Mr. Hoover 


| comes in when the prosperity-of the United 


States bas reached a height undreamed of 
eicht years :go. Mr. Harding entered the 
White House in a ‘time of severe 
depression, and died just ás recovery had 
begun... If depression’ should come it 
would bring a host of troubles in its train, 
and all of them would settle upon the 
harassed head of Mr. Hoover. 

If the new President is to succeed, 
America must be prosperous even—and 
this is the crux of the matter—at some 
expense to the rest of the world. And sv 
we enter upon what for a variety of 
reasons will be the most assertively. and 
most vigorously American administra- 
tions.

RELIGIOUS DISPUTE IN 
MALTA.

LORD STRICKLAND NOT 

EXCOMMUNICATED. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
MALTA, Saturday. 

Reports that Lord Strickland, 
Premier of Malta, has been’ excommunt- 
cated are absolutely false, and are based 
on a distortion of the Archbishop's 
Lenten Pasforal issued on February 9, 

The actual facts are as follow :—Some 
three months ago Father Carta, the 
Italian Superior of the Maltese Fran- 
cisecan ‘community, ordered Father 
Micallef, a Maliese and a supporter of 
the (foverrment, to eave the. island 
immediately for Sicily for alleged reli- 
gious shortcomings. 

GOVERNMENT INTERVENES. 

The Government claimed that ‘the 
reason for the expulsion was purely 
political, and refused Father Micallef the 
necessary boarding permit. The order ior 
his departure was suspended, but was 
renewed at Christmas, and was again sus- 
pended by the Government's second inter- 
vention. . 

Subsequently Parliament passed a 
resolution asking the Governor to submit 
to the Vatican, through the’.British 
Colonial and Foreign Offices, a request to 
send out an Apostolic Visitor to inquire 
into the matter. 

, The .next morning Father Carta 
renewed the order for Father Micallel's 
departure, and once more the Govern-

| of the Government and of Parliament. 


ARCHBISHOP’S PASTORAL. 

No further action was taken, and the 
Vatican's reply to Parliament's request 
was being, and is still, awaited, when the 
Archbishop issued his annual Lenten 
Pastoral, which generally deals with 
current religious questions. His Pastoral 
this year, among other things, warned 
anyone unduly interfering in spiritual 
matters and jurisdiction of the danger of 
“excommunication ‘late — sententia’ 
specially reserved for the Pope.”’ 

Lord Strickland stated in Parliament 
on February 28 that he had the highest 
ecclesiastical authority for stating that he 
had not incurred excommunication. Sir 
Augustus Bartolo, defining in Parliament 
the respective spheres. of civil and 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction, made it quite 
clear that nothing weuld side-track the 
Ministers from protecting British subjects 
from banishment- from British territory 
and their own country under the pretext 
of religious discipline, especially when, 
as in this case, there was cause to 
apprehend violence in a foreign country. 

Undoubtedly public opinion is strongly 
behind the Government. Lord Strickland 
ig instituting proceedings against the 
originators of ‘the false and mischievous 
reports.” 


TRIBAL FIGHT IN 
SOUTH AFRICA. 


TWENTY PERSONS INJURED

A FORGERY. 


“ CONFESSION’ BY A

A man named Frank, of partly German 
origin, was arrested in Brussels on 
Saturday night in connection with the 
publication of alleged secret documents 
purporting to be military agreements 
between -France and Belgium. He is 
stated to have confessed that he forged 
the whole. of the documents. 

Two days ago the Government asked 
the legal authorities to open an inwuiry 
into the authorship of the false*docu- 
ments. This action was the result of a 
statement made by a_ typist to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs to the effect 
that the second of the documents pub- 
lished by the Utrechtsch Dagblad had beer: 
copied by her and that she had recognised 
the text. ; 

She stated that she had received a visit 
from Frank, who had asked her to make 
a copy of the document. 

For fear of being involved in the affair 
decided to denounce Frank. On 
Saturday afternoon a judicial official 
called upon Mme. Frank, the accused 
man's wife, who lives in Brussels, and 
learned that Frank, who was in Amster- 
dam, was due to return that night, arriv 
ing at the Gare du Midi at 12.20 a.m. 

Mine. Frank was on the station plat- 
form to meet the train, and had with her 
a dog. <A secret police official, who had 
followed her, inforined her that she would 
not be allowed to leave the station. and 
he remained by her side until the train 
came in. Frank alighted from a first 
class compartment, and the dog ran to 
greet its master, thus: betraying his 
identity, and he was arrested. 

At the police station an interrogation 
was begun and continued through most 
of the night.

BRUSSELS. Sunday, 

The newspapers state that a Belgian 
Activist, Albert Frank Heine, who was 
arrested last night on a charge of having 
forged the Utrechtsche Dagblad’s so-called 
revelations regarding a secret treaty 
between France and Belgium, has made 
a confession. 

In the course of a cross-examination he 
is said to have admitted that the docu- 
ment which he supplied to the editor of 
the Activist newspaper. Schelde, and 
which was reproduced in the Utrechtsche 
Dagblad, was a forgery, for which he 
was entirely responsible 

He is also said to have confessed that 
the ‘treaty ” was a playiarism of a former 
treaty concluded long before the war by 
two foreign Pewers,; and had nothing to 
do with Belgium or Hoilan«, 

He added that the seucalled official 
reports of conversations between military 
oficers on the alleged Franco-Belgian 
‘Treaty were complete forgeries. 


SEALS FORGED. 

During his cross-examination he is stated 
to have explained how he forged the seals. 
which gave the documents an air of 
verisimilitude, The French seal was 
worked up from the obverse of a 25 
centime nickel piece. It is alleged that 
the prisoner, who is commonly called 
Frank, had first intended to sell the 
forgeries to the German Espionage Service, 
but afterwards decided te dispose cf them 
to a Dutch newspaper, as he was obtaining 
a good price. 

In the course of his examination Frank 
stated that the “treaty’’ published by the 
Utrecht newspaper had been roughly 
modelled upon an old Franco-Russian 
treaty recently made public by the Soviet 
Government. He declared that he first 
offered his. forgery to the German 
Espionage Bureau in Mulheim, but the 
German agents refused. to believe ‘that it 
was authentic, and rejected his offer. 

He then entered into relations with 
Activist quarters, and finally sold the 
documents through the good offices of a 
journalist in Antwerp, whom he named, 
and for whose arrest 4 warrant was 
immediately issued. It has not yet been 
possible to execute the warrant. ° 


‘“NOT A GREAT CRIME.”’

Twenty-nine members of the crew of the 
big French trawler, La Somme, which ran 
on the rocks off Sanda Light, in Sanda 
Sound, south-east of the Mull of Cantyre, 
just before ‘midnight on Friday, were 
landed here yesterday. 

La Somme left Nieuport on Thursday 
night, and getting out of her course ran 
head-on on the rocks. - 

Passing abreast of the Sound at 12.25 
on Saturday morning, the Burns-Laird 
liner, Pointer (Captain McKinnon), 
picked up the trawler’s 8.0.5., which in- 
dicated her position as South-West of the 
Mull. The wrecked trawler, however, was 
found to be seven miles east of this pasi- 
tion. « Captain McKinnon loéated her ty 
her mast lights near Sanda Lighthouse at 
1.25 a.m. 


RESCUE IN DARKNESS. 

The Pointer arrived within bali a mile 
of the trawler, but the strong wind, high 
seas and dangerous location of the -ernft, 
prevented any nearer approach; : Obe life- 
boat was launched, this being considered 
sufficient, as*tit mtmber of the-trawler’s 


crew was not known, but when the hfe- 


boat eventually reached the Somme it was 
learned that the total number on board 
was thirty-seven. 

Seventeen of the crew, watching their 
opportunities as the lifeboat tossed on the 
waves beside their vessel. leaped one by 
one into the little craft, which then fought 
its way back through darkness and slorm 
to the Pointer, and immediately returned 
for the remainder. 


REMAINED ON BOARD, 

Tt was at first thought that the trawler 
would speedily become a total wreck, ant 
that the whole crew would have to be 
taken off, but examination revealed. the 
fact that, while water had penetrate! ‘as 
far as the fires, and it. was. probable that 
the trawler would eventually break up, 
there was no immediate danger of her 
sinking. The captain, first and second 
mates, chief and second engineers, two 
seamen, and the wireless operators de- 
cided to remain on board the Somme. 

Twelve others, including a number of 
fish-curers, ‘who were bound for Iceland, 
were taken on board the lifeboat to the 
Pointer. i 

The difficult and hazardous nature of 
the rescne operations in the darkness is 
indicated by the fact that they lasted for 
almost six hours, and daylight was break- 


ing when the second boatload reached .the. 


Burns-Laird steainer. 

It was seven o'clock when the Pointer 
was able to resume her journey to Derry, 
where she arrived seven hours late on 
Saturday afternoon. 


GALLANT WORK. 

Only a few of the Pointer’s passengers 
were aware of the rescue operations, the 
majority sleeping throughout the period 
thus oceupied. 

Councillor C. Megahev, ‘member of the 
Londonderry Corporation, who was on 
deck at the time, spoke highly of the 
gallant work of Captain McKinnon and 
“his crew. Three dogs and a cat were 
taken from the Somme. . There was some 
dificulty in connection with the landing 
of the dogs, as it was thought that they 
were French, but when it was discovered 
that they were Scots the objection was 
waived. 


DOGS AS THANK-OFFERING. 

One of the dogs was presented to Mr. 
(. MeGinnrs, of the Pointers crew; 
another to Councillor Megahey, and the 
third to Mrs. Houston, of the Sailors’ 
Rest, where the shipwrecked crew went on 
their arrival in Londonderry, and were 
provided with dinner. 

Later the crew left by train for Belfast, 
en route to Heysham.

In an interview with an Irish Times 
representative, Major White, Relief 
Secretary of the Southern Ireland 
Loyalists’ Relief Association, London, 
was able to throw some further light on 
the present ition of the compensation 
question for Irish loyalists who were the 
victims of the anarchy that prevailed 
alter the protection of the Crown Forces. 
was withdrawn from the date of the 
truce—July llth, 1921, to May 12th, 
190. 
From the time of its formation, Major 
White explained, the Association applied 
itself to the work of drawing the atten- 
tion of the British Government to its 
obligations in this matter, with the result 
that was now well known. The Associa- 
tion dealt with, roughly, 1,200 claims 
before the Irish Compensation Committee. 
Nearly all of these were small claims 
from people living in the country (because 
people with large claims employed 
solicitors), chiefly of the farmer and shop- 
keeper classes, scattered from all over 
the South and West. 

“Roughly speaking,” said Major 
White, “up to date we have succeeded in 
obtaining from the Government in 
England about £140,000 in cases already 
heard, nearly all of which sum has come 
into this country. The British Govern- 
ment in the last two and a halj years 
has paid round about £1,000,000 in 
os gar to the claims presented to them, 
and we know that the major part of that 
million has come to this country. It is, 
therelore, obvious that the grants have 
been of enormous assistance in helping 
to improve the economic conditions ol 
individuals in the Irish Free State. 

“It must be borne in mind that there 
is still a large number of people whose 
cages were outside the scope of the Com- 
pensation Commission, or who, by reason 
of living in remote parts, never heard of 
the Commission, and it is these people 
whom the Association still is endeavour- 
ing to put on their feet. The Associa- 
tion has never beca able, and will never 
be able, to make grants by way of com- 
pensation, but has mace syiall grants by 
way of relief in cases of aeute financial 
distress, 

“Grants have been made to small 
farmers to purchase stuck and seeds; 
shopkeepers have had their stocks 
replenished, and householders were pro- 
vided with furniture in order to let 
vooms,”’ 

MANY APPLICANTS. 

“ Despite the work of the Compensation 
Commission,’ proceeded 
“the Association is faced with an ever- 


increasing request for assistance in cases, 
all of which had their origin in the 
rebellion, and which, owing to the 


economic conditions prevailing, have been 
totally unable to recover. Only those 
who are working daily among these people 
can realise what the extent of the 
problem is. The Association has en- 
deavoured to meet the situation so far as 
its junds permit. It should be pointed 
out that these funds are voluntary con- 
tributions made by people in England 
who really understand the economic situa- 
tion here. 

‘Between the 1st December, 1927, and 
to-day we have spent over £10,000 in 
making small grants to enable people to 
help themselves; and during the past 
seven years the Association has given 
small grants amounting to £53,000. There 
is another branch of our work which is 
very important, and that is the provision 
of clothing. Owing to the state of destitu- 
tion of a large number of families clothing 
had to be provided. The Association has 
clothed hundreds of ex-Service men and 
their families, who through abject poverty 
were living, in many cases, in rags, and 
sometimes even in sacking. This clothing 
consists of part-worn clothing, gifts from 
friends in England, but the great expense 
of the Association in connection with this 
clothing arises from the enormous 
Customs duties payable in this country, 
which they have to refund to recipients— 
duties which, in the Jast six years, have 
amounted to the sum of £913, to which 
has to be added the large sum for postage. 

EX-SERVICE MEN’S NEEDS. 

“Force of circumstances brought the 
Association up against the problem of the 
acute distress existing amongst British ex- 
Service men in the Free State. It has 
sought to supplement the work of other 
organisations which are limited in the 
scope of their work. In dealing with ex- 
Service men all the Association requires 
is to know that the men are loyal sub- 
jects and are deserving and practically 
destitute. The main object of the Associa- 
tion in this branch of its work has been 
to keep an ex-Service man so that he can 
earn. Men have been started in the hawk- 
ing trade, tailoring trade, basket-making 
trade, etc. In a ekg the Association 
in those cases where men have plots of 
land has done all it can to provide them 
with seed potatoes and other vegetable 
seeds, so that they become less of a charge 
on charitable funds, as they can grow some 
af their own foods. 

“The Association bas also supplied men 
who have lands with stock, which has 
enabled many of them to become selí- 
supporting. A large amount of money 
has been spent in feeding families, so that 
they should not aise ba funds íor such 
a purpose are very limited. 

Just to give an idea of what has been 
done,” said Major White, ‘‘ to cover three 
weeks around last Christmas food orders 
oh shops were given to 314 families in 
Dublin area alone, and similar work was 
done all through the country.” 

A YOUGHAL INDUSTRY. 

One of the industries which the Asso- 
ciation has helped to start has been the 
Youghal fishing industry, to which it 
made a grant of £150, while the British 
Legion made a loan of £250. This fishing 
scheme has beén a great success, and a 
credit balance has accrued, as a result, of 
about £600 at the end of a four montis’ 
fishing season, and hundreds of in- 
dividuals benefited directly and indirectly 
by the inauguration of this scheme. The 
Association has also had to help minor 
industries, such as wood-cutting, in one 
or two centres throughout the country, 
and has recently made a grant of £200 to 
start another fishing schenre in County 


In the Association’s opinion the only 
way to help ex-Service men is to establish 
them on an earning basis. Though relief 
by means of food tickets is at times abso- 
lutely necessary, yet, obviously, it leads 
to no permanent benefit. It should be 
noted that the Association never gives 
money direct to any recipient. Food has

The O'Neill who took part in the 
abortive conference was Brian, son of Niall 
Ruadh, and equally weil known as Brian “ of 
the Battle of Down.” This Brian O'Neill 
was slain at the Battle of Down in 1260, but 
he did not fight against John de Courcy at 
Down; for John de Courey, though the date 
of his death has not been ascertained, had 
certainly disappeared from history more than 
forty years earlier. : 

The Brian Ruadh O'Brien who leacued 
with de Clare in Thomond was a son of 
Conor, and therefore a brother of Tadhg of Cao! 
Uisce. His rival for the chiefship of Thomond 
was Tacdhg’s son, Turlough—that is t6 sav, 
not Brian’s cousin, but his nephew. This is 
the Turlough whose victories are celebrated 
in the Tract recently published by the Irish 
Texts Society. The final ‘attle was not 
fought. ‘‘ on the field of Corcomroe,’’ but at 
Dysert O'Dea, about three miles south of 
Corofin. That event took place in 1318, long 
alter the three original contestants had been 
removed by death.. Bran Ruadh was 
executed at Bunratty in 1277, hy order of 
his ally, Thomas de Clare, or rather of de 
Clare’s wife. Thomas de Clare himself died 
ten years later, in 1287. Turlough O’Brien 
(‘of the wars’’) died in 1306. Richard de 
Clare, Thomas’s son, was slain at Dvsert 
O'Dea; and thereupon the attempted settle- 
ment of a colony of Anelo-Normens in 
Thomond was finally abandoned. The victor 
at Dysert O'Dea was Murtough O’Brien. 
Turlough’s son, who subsequently held the 
chiefship of Thomond for many vears. 
and transmitted the dignity to his posterity.—

VISITED. 
APPEAL BOR WOMEN 
HELPERS.

Lady Haig, in the course of her Irish tour, 
visited Tralee on Saturday afternoon, and 
was accorded an enthusiastic reception on 
behalf of the Tralee und other Kerry 
branches of the British Legion of ex-Service 
men. She was accompanied by her 
daughter, Lady Victoria Haig, General Sir 
William B. Hickie, Major Tynan and Mr. 
M. Nolan. 

The band of the Tralee Branch of the 
British Legion met her ladyship about a 
mile from the town, on the Oakpark road, 
and, accompanied by several bundred mon, 
representative of all portions of the county, 
marched to Denny street. The visitors were 
enterjained to lunch at the Grand Hotel, and 
afterwards proceeded to the Courthouse, 
where a very largely attended public meet- 
ing was held. 

THE MEETING. 

Captain E. B. Slattery, President of the 
‘Tralee Branch, presided, and on the platform 
were Major Leeson Marshall, Major John 
McGillycuddy, Major Hood, Captain Gal- 
way Foley. Lieutenant Galvin (President 
Killorglin Branch), and Mr. Redmond Roche, 
Sheriff. i 

The Chairman said that, in the unavoidable 
absence in Italy of Colonel The McGilly- 
cuddy of the Reeks, it was his pleasure and 
privilege to welcome Lady Haig, because she 
was associated with the distinguished leader 
of the greatest Army that the British Em- 
pire had ever put into the field, and whose 
career was one of the greatest pages in their 
history. Some of them had served under 
the late Lord Haig from Mons to the Samh 
an 


and from the Marne to the Rhine, 

during that period of stress and 
anxiety he always held the — con- 
filence, affection and respect of his men. 


They were thankful to Lady Haig for the 
great work that she was doing, and she came 
to them when help was needed, when distress 
and unemployment were the daily routine of 
the people, and when hunger stalked the 
land. In that town some of the ex-Service 
men were living in dwellings into which a 
farmer would be ashamed to put his animals. 
They also welcomed General Hickie, who had 
come of a good vld fighting Kerry stock, and 
of whose distinguished career they were 
justly proud. (Applause.) 

LADY HAIG, 

Lady Haig, .who was _— enthusiastically 
received, said that she was very pred of her 
welcome to the Kingdom of Kerry.. She knew 
what a kingdom was, because they also had 
a kingdom in Fife. She knew of the diffi- 
culties that they had to contend with in 
Kerry—the unemployment question was acute, 
and the housing problem was one of dire 
necessity. When Sir William Hickie had 
communicated with her in regard to the ex- 
men’s conditions she made up her 
mind to visit Ireland. When she went back 
to England she would back up the appeal of 
their President, and would appeal to_head- 
quarters for special consideration for Kerry. 
(Applause.) She had visited many parts of 
Ireland and found that distress was very 
prevalent. It would be wrong to make 
promises, but she could assure them that she 
would make very strong recommendations to 
the right quarters on their behalf. 

She wished to make a very earnest appeal 
to all ex-Service men to join the Legion. 
and she specially asked the women to band

themselves together, so that they would 
be able to help the men in the 
the good work that they were doing. When 


she again visited Tralee she hoped to find con- 
ditions much improved for those who had 
fought so gallantly in the war. . (Applause.) 
SIR WILLIAM HICKIE. 

~ General Sir William Hickie said that he was 
very proud to welcome Lady Haig to his 
native county, because Kerry was his native 
county. Having detailed how Lady Haig’s 
visit came about, he said that one of the 
last actions of the great Lord Haig was to 
make a special appeal on behalf of the Trish 
ex-Service men, and, he was sorry to say, 
it was not taken up as it should have been. 
That appeal realised £12,000, and he (General 
Hickie) pointed out to the.Committee. that 
there were 200,000. ex-Service then in ireland, 
and of these 60,000 were in financial distress. 
If the £12,000 were distributed among them 
there it would mean only 4s. each. They 
decided then to start a very small work in 
Dublin with the money, which was only a 
beginning of the good work. 

They were going to tackle Kerry more than 
had been done, and, in this connection, he 
also appealed especially to the ladies to help 
the men. There would have to be women’s 
branches in Tralee, Killarney and the other 
centres. 

FINDING THE MONEY. 

Mr. M. Nolan, administrative agent, also 
appealed for the establishment of a woman a 
section; they would have one of the best 
means: in their power of helping the men. 
He urged them to get a few business men 
Lagelbet locally to formulate a scheme to 
help British ex-Service men, and if they did 
so he could promise that money would be 
found for them without any delay. Employ- 
ment ~~; the only cure for all their troubles. 

At the conclusion ‘of the public meeting, 
Lady Haig and party visited the British 
Legion rvoms in Bridge street, where an 
address was presented, to which-the Countess 
feelingly replied. Subsequently the party 
visited the homes of some ex-Service men in 
the town, 

VISIT TO TIPPERARY. 

Lady Haig was given a cordial reception 
on her arrival in Tipperary yesterday. She 
was met outside the town on the Limerick 
roail by a pariy of one hundred and fifty 
ex-Service meu wearing their war medals and 
Flanders poppies, and aceumpanied by the 
Tipperary Workingmen’s Pipers band. 
Amidst cheers, her ladyship alighted from 
her motor car, and, accompanied by General 
Nir William Hickie, Major Tynan, and others 
of her party, went with the procession on 
foot to the British Legion Club, a distance of 
half a mile. 

There was anotuer enthusiastic greeting al 
the club, where a big gathering, including 
many of the general public, was present 

Capt. Cynl Stevens, in the absence in 
London of General Franks, president of the 
club, bade Lady Haig on behalf of the ex- 
Service men a hearty Irish welcome to 
Tipperary. 

A WELL-APPOINTED CLUB. 

Lady Haig, in reply, expressed her 
warmest thanks for the kindly greeting 
extended to her. She deeply appreciated 
the wearing by so many of the Flanders 
poppy, which was ifistrumental in giving 
emplovment to disabled ex-Service men. 
She was glad to see that the Legion in Tip- 
perary had such an excellent and well-ar- 
pointed club. 

She had had, she said, a wonderful tonr 
through the South of Lreland, and was very 
much impressed by all that she had seen, ‘The 
people of England, although they recognised 
in a general way the gallantry with which the 
Irish fought in the Great War, did not fully 
realise the terrible difficulties and hardships 
which these men had had to face since peace 
was declared. She hoped by whatever means 
lay in her power to make-the true facts known 
and understood. She was delighted to leara 
that the Women’s Bratch of the Legion in 
Tipperary was doing so well. An active and 
well-organised women’s branch. could help 
enormously in relieving distress and in im- 
proving matters generally. ‘‘ It’s a long way 
to ‘Dipperary,’’ declared Lady Haig. amidst 
cheers, but {hope to come hack here again.

Northern politicians are much interested in 
the race which is now taki place between 
the British and the Northern Parliaments for 
the honour, and, perhaps, the political advan- 
tage, of being the first to hold the general 
election. this year. “In neithér case can the 
election be held before the Ist May, as the 
new registers, which will include many thou- 
sands of new women voters at 21 years ol 
age, cannot he ready before that date, In 
Northern Ireland there have been many 
objections lodged to voters, particularly in 
County Tyréne, and both Nationalists and 
Unionists will contest each of the divisions in 
the Revision Courts. 

The Northern Government is about to make 
& great effort to clear off all its Parliamentary 
work for the present session, including 
financial business, before the lst May. The 
greatest task will be to press forward the 
new Redistribution Bill, which abolishes 
proportional representation and forms , new 
single-member constituencies, In the ordinary 
course. Parliament only meets on three —, in 
the week—Tuesday, Wednesday and Thors- 
day—but it is understood that the Govérn- 
ment intends to keep the House sitting every 
day during March, except Saturdays and 
Sundays, and that the new Redistribution 
Bill will be discussed upon a time-table, and, 
if necessary, the closure will be applied at 
nine o clock in the evenings. 

OTHER BILLS. 

‘The Government has also to pass the neces- 
sary legislation to make effective the de- 
rating scheme to relieve agricultural land 
and farm buildings from all local rates 
(except drainage rates) and industry from 
75 per cent, of the local rates. There should 
not be any considerable opposition to this 
measure unless obstructionist tactics are 
adopted by the Opposition in retaliation for 
closuring the discussion upon the Redistribu- 
tion Bill. There are also six or seven minor 
bills, including a measure to amend the 
bankruptcy jaw. 

It seems to be the opinion of the Unionist 
Party managers in the North that a general 
election before that in Great Britain would 
be an advantage to the Unionists, for there 
could be no possible reflex then from any 
slump in. the Unionist position in Great 
Britain, It is anticipated, therefore, that 
the Northern geneval electon will take place 
hefore Whitsuntide—probably about the 14th 
May, and the election for the British Parlia- 
ment after Whitsuntide, about the 28th May. 

EFFECTIVE REDISTRIBUTION. 

A close investigation of the new Kedistri- 
bution Bill leads Unionist organisers in the 
North to anticipate a gain of three or four seats 
at the election, principally at the expense oi 
Labour, the Independents and the two Sinn 
Féin members (Messrs. de Valera and I. 
Donnelly), who have never taken their seat: 
The Nationalists, who have now ten seats, 
may secure nine or ten. The official Unionist 
caleulations may be upset if the Temperance 
Party nominate Local Optionist candidates.

REPORTED DISTRESS IN 
BRAY.

BOARD OF HEALTH 
DISCUSSION. 
At the Co. Wicklow Board of Health a 


resolution was received from the Bray Trades 
Council caliing on the Board to put into 
operation Section 13 of the Local (Govern- 
ment Act, 1898, owing to distress in Bray 
through unemployment. 

Mr. Joseph Metcalfe said that there were 
350 families in Bray on the verge of starva- 
tion. The amount given by the Board for 
home.help was quite inadequate to keep body 
and ‘soul together. One family of nine paid 
38. for rent, and they got the sum of 
12s. 6d. in home help to exist on. The 
County Home in Rathdrum was over-crowded, 
and oniy last week people had to be turned 
away, as ¢hey vould not get shelter in the 
institution. He moved that the Co. Council 
be asked to put Seglion 13 of the Distress Act 
into force. 

Mr, Jamés Everett, ‘T.D., seconded. 

Mr. Bourne said that by_.putting this 
seétion of the *Act-fn force they would be 
only demoralising the people. What was 
wanted was to teach them to have self. 
respect, and to try and earn their living 
honestly, instead of depending entirely on 
home help 

Mr. Everett said that it was all right to 
talk about demoralising the people. Hut it 
took very little to demoralise a man whe saw 
bis children hungry. 

The Chairman (Mr. J. J. Metcalfe) men- 
tioned the tase of a person who was in re- 
ceipt of home help, and who, he had heen 
told, was putting the money on horses, It 
was the business of the Board to look atte 
the sick poor, but not their business to look 
after people who could work, but preferred to 
live on. home help. 

A poll was taken on Mr. Metcalfe’s motion 
which was declared lost by 6 votes to 4, Mr. 
Metcalfe remarking: ‘* We know some of the 
friends of the workers now.”

OBITUARY. 


LADY AGNES HORSBRUGH- 
PORTER. 


We regret to announce tlie death, at her 
residence, 35 Raglan road, Dublin, of Lady 
Agnes Horsbrugh-Porter, widow of the late 
Sir Andrew Marshall Porter, P.C., LL-D., 
the first barovet, who was Master of 
Rolls in Ireland from 1883 to 1906, and sat 
as M.P, for the County Londonderry from 
1881 to 1885. Lady Horsbrugh-Porter was 
a daughter of the late Colonel Alexander 
Horsbrugh, of Horsbrugh, Peebles-shire, and 
married Sir Andrew Marshall Porter in 1869. 
Her son, Andrew Marshall, a brilliant scholar 
and cricketer, was killed in action at the 
battle of Lindley. On the death of his father 
in 1919, the eldest son, Sir John Scott 
Horsbrugh-Porter, succeeded to the title, 
and assumed the surname of his mother’s 
family.

Admival of the Fleet, the Right Hon. Sir 
Edward Hobart Seymour, O.M., died of 
influenza on Saturday, at his residence at 
Maidenhead, in. his eighty-ninth year, says 
The Times.

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IRISH RACING. 


SUCCESSFUL RESUMP- 
TION AT NAAS. 


FOUR WINNERS FOR 
MR. ARNOTT. 


There was an auspicious resumption of irish 
racing when in the presence of a large 
attendance the Naas executive brought off 
the first of this season’s fixtures at their 
convenient course just outside the town on 
Saturday. Just two months had elapsed 
since Imesh racegoers had been afforded an 
opportunity of participating in their favourite 
sport, and certainly no fault could be found 
with the bill of fare provided for them. 
Even the weather, which has proved such 4 
kill-joy to racing on the other side, was on 
its best behaviour, and contributed in a big 
measure to the general enjoyment of a 
thoroughly brisk and entertaining aiternoon’s 
sport. Runners there were in plenty, the 
five races bringing forth seventy-one com- 
petitors, but, as is only to be expected at 
this early period of the season, the vast 
Majority were far removed from being up 
to concert pitch in the matter of condition. 

Mr. Maxwell Arnott, whose stable at 
Clonsilla has lately been augmented by several 
promising young steeplechase horses, had an 
exceptionally successtal time of it, and in 
capturing four of the fve races on the card 
made an excellent start of the season. The 
achievement was all the more remarkable in 
view of iis varied character, his wins includ- 
ing two steeplechases, a hurdle race and a 
flat race, and the riding honours were shared 
by Mr. T. Nugent and Denis Ward, each 
claiming two winners. 

NELL GWYNNE MAKES AMENDS. 

The hitherto unlucky Nell Gywnne, who up 
up to the time she won a hurdle race at 
Mallow last October had experienced a tanta- 
ising run of ill-luck, seems to be about to 
get a share of fortune’s tavours now Subse- 
quent to winning at Mallow she scored a 
runaway win at Baldoyle New Years Day 
Meeting. Opposed now by a big field she 
won with equal- ease, and everyone wes 
pleased to see her trainer, Joe Hunter, «at 
last meet with recompense for the many dis- 
heartening failures he had to put up with in 
the past. Mr. Arnott’s stable was repre- 
sented in this race by Laudamus, who for a 
long way looked like capturing the spoils, but, 
dying out of the reckoning in the closing 
stage, Mi. Kieran’s horse could do no better 
than finish fifth. 

CLEVER HORSEMANSHIP. 

The four-year-old Orbell was backed with 
considerable confidence for the Maiden Hurdle 
Race, even when it became known that 
Joseph Canty, who was to ride, could not 
turn up, and J. Costello had to be requisi- 
tioned instead. Backers of Mrs. Dawson's 
gelding were on tiie best of terms with them- 


‘selves when the favourite moved into second 
place approaching the lust flight of timber. 


Indeed, it looked as if he would quickly 
overhaul Princess Argusy, but Mr. T. Nugent, 
quickly realising where danger was likely to 
ag from, drove Princess Argosy hard from 
the moment she landed over the final jump. 
Orbell gradually reduced the gap, but could 
not quite wipe it out. and Princess Argosy, 
thanks in the main to her handling by Mr 
Nugent, scored a lucky win of half-a-length.

A FOURTEEN-YEAR-OLD WINNER, 

Southern Witch, whe, if will be remem- 
bered, won a steeplechase at the last meeting 
at Naas, beating Fair Sheila and Kanowna 
amongst others, appeared in the field for the 
Osberstown Plate, as also did old Kanowna, 
who has now entered his fourteeuth year. On 
the previous running it looked as if Southern 
Witch should win again, but her chance was 
wiped out when, in company with Fast 
Fhght, she came to grief about three-quarters 
of a mile from home. Up to this stage the 
lightly-weighted Ban Ri a had been taking 
the field along, and en she retired old 
Kanowna, striding out with the greatest free- 
doni, easily took the measure of Philalice and 
Fanmond to win by ten lengths.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST. 

At an inquest which was held in Enns last 
Saturday by Dr. J. H. Counihan, Coroner, 
and a jury, on Michael O'Loughlin (25), a 
cattle drover, a verdict was returned “' that 
death was due to shock and hemorrhage, fol- 
lowing on injuries received in a motor colli- 
sion; but there was no evidence to show 1/ 
the driver was at fault.’’ Subsequently, ihe 
driver, Albert Murphy, of Knocknamanna, 
Clarecastle, was charged before a Peace Corr- 
missioner, and remanded on bail to the 
District Court. 

At the inquest Patrick Dufty said that he 
saw the deceased man come out of the British. 
Legion Club, and lie down on the centre -* 
the road with the remark: “ Here’s a motor 
coming; I will lie down here for it.” The 
motor passed over him immediately. 

A witness named Moloney, who was pla;- 
ing cards in the Legion Club, said thai 
O’Loughlin seemed to have had an overdose 
of bad drink when he entered the club, and 
made himself so troublesome that he was 
ordered out. 

After a three hours’ inquiry the jury re- 
turned a verdict as stated.
